GORMAN CARRIES THE DAY 


MAN LATROBE RE-ELECTED 
MAYOR OF BALTIMORE. 


The Results Show on Their Face a Demo. 
cratic Gain of Nearly 2,000 — Striking 
Evidence of the Extent to Which 
Frauds Were Carried—Over 10,000 Re- 
peaters Said to Have Been Used—The 
Prohibition Question in Iowa.

“Gorman still rules the roast,” his hench- 

De- 

spite the efforts of John K. Cowen and the

rest of Gorman’s worthies have been able to 

count in Gen. Ferdinand C. Latrobe for 

Mayon The vote polled aggregated 65.075, of 

which Latrobe, Democrat, got 34,640, and 

Bartlett, Republican, 30,435, giving Latrobe 

a majority of 4,205, a Democratic gain of near- 

ly 2,000 since the election for Mayor two 

years ego. The newly elected City Council 
will consist of twelve Democrats and eight 

Repubiicans in the first branch, and seven 


Democrats and three Republicans in the sec- 
a 


The majority. for Hodges, the successful 
Gorman candidate two years ago, was about 
2,000, or about 2,000 less than Latrobe’s ma- 
jority today, and Hodges was given .more 
votes than Cleveland the year previous, when 
the Democratic vote was solid. The Repub- 
licans gained six Councilmen as compared 
with the Council of last year. Man yof the 
Councilmen ran ahead of Bartlett, which is 
explained by the trading of votes in three or 
four of the upper wards. 

That there were frauds there is not the 
slightest shadow of doubt. The fact was 
known that gangs of repeaters had been 
brought from Washington and Philadelphia. 
They were worked early in the day and in 
nearly all of the wards in the eastern part of 
town. It is noticeable in the result that 
in those wards in which the Reform 
League had the dead men’s names stricken 
from the books there was a considerable 
failing off in the Democratic majorities. 
—— eres — unless the remaining —.— 
sands of ille a names are n 
off the bone there is little chance of the re- 
formers winning. It is the opinion of the 
independent Democratic leaders that at least 
10,000 repeaters’ yotes are included in the 
countfor Latrobe. They have good, solid 
evidence, they say, upon which to base this 
claim, and which they propose to use before 
the —— 2 — weeks 2 The Inde- 
pendents also e the ublican managers, 
who they say did not get ticket-holders for 
many of the wards sufficiently interested in 
the result to do their work in a proper man- 
ner. A visit tea large number of the poll- 
ing-places im the forenoon and afternoon 
proved this latter charge of the Independents 
to be true, as at more than half the places 
visited there were no Republican ticket- 
holders to be seen. In several of the vre- 
cincts of the tougher wards the form 
e agents were driven from the polls 
without apparent cause and under the very 
eyes of the police. 

The only serious trouble occurred at the 
Ninth Precinct of the Seventeenth Ward, 
where Jim Busy holds full sway. Two men 
were quarreling about the merits of their re- 
spective candidates when Edward Daly, a 
regular Democrat. who stood near by, inter- 
fered and endeavored w the contest- 
ants. At this juncture another 
‘Democrat, stepped up and became involved 
in a quarrel with Daly.

It is roughly estimated that 
it has cost the ring over 000. They have 
drawn heavily on their funds for the cam- 
paign in the counties and several extra as- 
sessments have been levied. Latrobe pays 
about $20,000 for the privilege of being or 
of Baltimore for two more years. 

Mr. John K. Cowen, the leader of the Citi- 
zens’ langue, said tonight that this had been 
even a more fraudulent election than that of 
two years ago, but he declared: We will 
continue the fight, and if we lose the State 
by fraud, as we have the city. we will not be 
downed, but continue our work of bringing 
the men who perpetrated the frauds to jus- 
tice. The work of the Citizens’ Reform 
League is not yet completed, by any means.“ 
Another prominent Independent said that the 
greatest evidence of fraud was in the fact 
that two years ago Hodges, the ring nominee 
for Mayor, received a greater majority than 
was given Cleveland, and that this time 
Latrobe, the “ring ’’ nominee, is counted in 
by a larger majority even than * while 
Bartlett polis — vote than did Hodges’ 
opponent. The Independents are confident 
that repeaters were quietly worked in all 
the wards in the eastern and southern sec- 
tions ot the city. The Republicans are of the 
same opinion and claim to have evidence of 
gross frauds in several wards. State Sena- 
tor Noah Bowlus says it is astonishing to see 
the faith the Democrate have in Gor- 
man. He says: “When John K. 
Cowen tears the mask from Gorman 
and shows his real features, backed 
by the proof, Gorman stands up, as he did 
the other evening in Baltimore, and, with a 
face hardened by a life of dissimulation and 
falsehood and with the air of a saint] 
martyr, says: ‘I’m ssly slandered, but 
don’t mind it. m used to that,“ the 
audience won't believe these things, even 
when you furnish the proof.

WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS IN IOWA, 


They Have No Right to Register—Pros- 
pects of Republicag Success. 

Des Moines, Ia, Oct. 26.—[Special.}— 
There was some surprise expressed last 
week when the registration closed to find 
that several women in different cities had 
registered. The movement Originated in this 
city with a woman’s suffrage club, and it was 
the intention to make it @ concerted affair 
and have the women in a large number of 
cities try the experiment of claiming the 
right to register and vote. But when the 
time came the courage of a good many failed, 
so that comparatively few presented 
themselves. If the Imspectors of Reg- 
istration had taken the trouble to 
read their instructions through they 
would have found abundant reason 
for refusing the favor which was sought. 
The Registration law states n 
they are to register any male citizen who ap- 
plies, subject to certain — But the 
women insist that because ‘the law does not 
in so many words forbia the clerks from 
registering women as well as men, that they 
can, therefore, have their names put on the 
list. On the same — they will insist 
that because the Constit@gtion fails to say 
that women shall not vote, therefore it in- 
tends that they shall, and some of the 
will nt themselves the polls ne 
month. The truth is there is no au- 
thority either in the Constitution or statutes 
for women to vote, and en- su sen- 
timent is probably not as strong with the 
women themselves today as it was a few 


years ago. —

CONFEDERATES REVIEWED BY DAVIS, 


He Rises and Greets the Rebel Flag—Thir- 
ty Thousand Veterans. 

MAoon, Ga., Oct. 26.—Thirty thousand veterans 
from all parts of the South assembled here today 
and were reviewed by Jefferson Davis. It 
was arranged that Mr. Davis should not 
speak owing to his feeble condition, but 
at the sight of the tattered Confederate flag 
in the procession he arose and said 
that he was like that flag in that he was torn and 
riven by storms and trial. He loved it as a me- 
mento of what had been done by fathers and 
sons.

The Trend of Republican Sentiment Is To- 
ward His Renomination, 

Milwaukee Wisconsin: The Republican who 
does not see that the trend of his party senti- 
ment all over the country is toward the re- 
nomination and election of Mr. Blaine as 
President is blind to the most conspicuous 
fact in the present political situation.

WOOL AND WOOLEN. MANUFACTURES. 


Interésting Figures from the Bureau of 
Statistics. 

WasuincTon, D. C., Oct. 25.—The report 
of the Chief of the Bureau of Statistics on 
wool and manufactures of wool, now ready for 
distribution, makes the following showing: 

The number of sheep in the United States rose 
from 19,000,000 in 1840 to 51,000,000 in 1884, but de- 
clined to 45,000,000 in 1887.. This marked decline 
occurred mainly in the Southern and Western 
States, notably in Texas, and is attributed in

world, has always been, the report sa the 
rincipal market for our purchases of wool. 
Furkey and Russia have also been important 
sources of direct supply, but the Argentine Re- 
public is now next to Great Britain, our source 
of supply,. followed by Australasia. Our imports 
of wool rose from 1,715,699 pounds in 1 to 
114,088,080 pounds in 1887. Theincrease in wool 
imports has about kept 22 with the growth of 
our wool products, having about doubled 
860. A series of tables illustrates 


two; as, for example, from 1864 to 1868, 161,000,000 
pounds were P uced and 43,000,000 i rted; 
trom 1874 to 1878, 198,000,000 were produded and 


were produced and 92,000,000 imported. From 
1822 to 18381 the annual imports of woolin manu- 
factures averaged over $9,000,000 in value, or 
more than 71 cents per capita; while from 1832 to 
1841 they reached over $14,000.000, or 84 cents per 
capita. The value of our woolen product of 1850 
was $25,000,000 in round numbers, and of oy ee 
$19,000,000, both together 2 about $1.% per 
capita of our population. In 1860 839,000,000 in 
value were produced and $43,000,000 imported, to- 
gether being about 82.61 per capita. In 1870 
the product reached 110,000,000 and the im- 
— $85,000,000, being 84.78 2 capita. In 
880 the product had grown $164,000,000, 
and the imports were valued at 
$31,000,000, being $3.91 per capita. Thus, while 
our 1 — of woolens has increased 
since 1850 nearly seven-fold, our imports have in- 
creased about 62 per cent, but the consumption 
per capita has doubled, which the statistician 
says indicates in a striking manner the advance- 
ment of wealth and comfort in the style of living 
among the people of this country. The statistics 
of imports and exports of woolens in the trade 
of fore countries show that the United King- 
dom is foremost in the foreign trade in woolens, 
the imports during 188 amounting in value to 
$49,000,000 and the exports to $115,000,000. France 
comes next with imports of $49,000,000 and exports 
amounting to 878,000,000; Germany next with im- 
ports of $25,000,000 and exports of 851,000,000. 
There has been a large decline in the woolen 
trade of Great Britain since 1874 as shown by the 
exports, which were as follows: Exports during 
the five years from 1870 to 1874, 8787,000,000; dur- 
ing the five years from 1880 to 1884, $548,000,000, 
show a decline of $239,000,000, or 30 per cent, be- 
tween the two periods. This decline, the yal 
Commission on the Depression of Trade, at- 
tributes in part to the high foreign tariffs, which, 
it is claimed, shut out§the manufactures of Great 
Britain from foreiga markets.
